In return, the Council can offer you 
round-the-clock support and all the training 
you need along with a professional fee for 
your work and an allowance for each child 
you foster to meet all their needs. 

If you are interested in becoming a foster carer, or 
even if you just want to find out a little bit more 
about what’s involved, we hold regular information 


sessions and offer opportunities to meet 
existing foster carers - so you can hear for 
yourself what they do and if fostering is for you. 

We’re currently celebrating Foster Care 
Fortnight, so there couldn’t be a better time for 
you to discover how you can help give a young 
person a brighter future.

Peter Filmer and his partner Pauline Cole 
have looked after more than 100 children 
as foster carers in Waltham Forest. 


This is because they also act as emergency 
foster carers - offering a temporary home to 
vulnerable young people at a moment’s notice. 

Ten years ago, the couple - who have four 
children, 12 grandchildren and one great 
grandson between them - decided to help 
young people in need by becoming foster 
carers. A decade later and they remain just 
as passionate about the role. 

“The more children you help, the more you 
want to carry on,” Peter said.

“We treat all of the kids we look after as we 
would our own, we don’t look at them as 
foster children. They are just looking for a bit 
of stability and also to have a bit of fun, and 
to see the change in them after a short time 
with us, to see how happy they are, it gives 
you such a buzz. There’s nothing better than 
seeing a kid laughing and being happy.” 

Peter and Pauline ended up becoming 
permanent foster carers to three of the 
children that came through their doors - 
and have made a huge difference to the 
lives of scores more. 

“Ultimately though, it’s the children that do 
all the work, we just give them the chance 
to be successful. 

“I cannot imagine anyone regretting 
becoming a foster carer - it really is so 
rewarding.” Peter said.

It 
was a really successful day, and 
I like to think we helped spread 
the word about why Fairtrade 
is something we should all be 
concerned about. 

We can all help address the 


injustices of conventional trade by 
buying Fairtrade and abolishing 
the exploitation of workers in less 
developed countries. Lots of us 
care about how we look. Buying 
Fairtrade means we can follow 
fashion and help low paid workers 
and farmers around the world at 
the same time.

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A score for William Morris? 


Residents are being 
encouraged to get behind 
a campaign to have William 
Morris feature on the new £20 
banknote. 

The Bank of England is calling on 
members of the public to suggest 
whose face should grace the next 
note, which will celebrate Britain’s 
achievements in the visual arts. 

Staff at the borough’s very-own 
William Morris Gallery (the family 
home of the man himself) have 
taken to Twitter to drum up support 
for the designer, craftsman, writer, 
conservationist and socialist. 


A recent editorial in the national 
Guardian also backed the man 
considered to be one of the 
most outstanding and influential 
designers of the Arts and Crafts 
Movement. 

Council Leader Chris Robbins 
has already put forward his 
nomination in support of Morris. 

“William Morris’s artistic legacy is 
as strong today as it has ever been, 
so he would make an excellent 
subject for the new £20 note,” Cllr 
Robbins told Waltham Forest News. 

“Waltham Forest is home to the 
only publicly funded gallery devoted 


to Morris, so it would be a fantastic 
result for the borough if one of our 
much-loved and internationally- 
recognised former residents were 
to be acknowledged in this way.” 

You can nominate William Morris 
to appear on the next £20 note 
by visiting the Bank of England’s 
website. 

Its eventual decision will be 
based on the strength of the 
contribution of the nominees, not 
on the number of times they were 
nominated. Nominations must be 
made by Sunday 19 July 2015. 

The William Morris Gallery, which 


is owned and run by Waltham 
Forest Council, is housed in the 
Grade II* listed building that was 
Morris’s family home from 1848 to 
1856. It reopened in August 2012 
following a major redevelopment 
led by the Council and supported 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund.

Asbestos 

fine 

Waltham Forest Council has been 
fined £66,000 along with court costs 
of £16,862.30 for charges relating to 
the handling of asbestos in the Town 
Hall between 2002 and 2012. The 
Council pleaded guilty to four charges 
brought by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE), and cooperated fully 
with the investigation. The Council 
fully accepts that it should have done 
more in the past to manage the safety 
of its buildings in the past, and has 
been working with the HSE to ensure 
that nothing like this happens again in 
future. 

Student 
Oyster Cards 

Young people aged 16 and 17, and 
students in full time education, are 
being reminded to apply for their 16+ 

Zip Oyster photocards or 18+ Student 
Oyster photocards - which offer young 
Londoners free or discounted travel in 
the capital. The 16+ photocard offers 
free travel on buses and trams, as well 
as discounted pay as you go fares on 
the London Underground, DLR, London 
Overground and National Rail services in 
London. The 18+ Student Oyster offers 
full time students a 30 per cent discount 
on the price of adult rate travelcards 
and bus and tram season tickets. 
Applications must be made online, 
and you should receive your photocard 
within a week. There is a one-off cost 
of £20.

Getting our housing in order 

Waltham Forest Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. In this 
edition we look at what is being done to support affordable housing for everyone’s needs 





Redeveloping garage sites is just one of the innovative ways the Council is 
finding brownfield land on which to build new homes 


Housing is a key issue for our 
residents, whether they live in 
social housing in the borough, 
own their own home, or rent 
privately. Waltham Forest 
Council is taking an intelligent 
and dynamic approach to the 
issues that affect our residents 
when it comes to where they 
live, and where they will live in 
the coming years. 

Construction and 
collaboration 

Over the next five years Waltham 
Forest Council has set a target of 
seeing 12,000 new homes built in 
the borough, with 4,000 of them 
being affordable and 2,000 being 
Council-owned homes. 

Cllr Khevyn Limbajee, Cabinet 
Member for Flousing, told Waltham 
Forest News: “We have already 
obtained funding for 540 of the 
Council homes we are looking to 
see built before 2020, and have 
attracted significant investment 
from the private sector to see 
developments built throughout the 
borough. 


“We are working with 
stakeholders such as the Greater 
London Authority (GLA) and have 
set up good communications 
with Housing Associations and 
other investors and developers to 
maximise potential and ensure we 
see the right mix of housing built.” 

Innovation and 
acceleration 

Some of the ways the Council 
has accessed funding, and found 
ways in which it can accelerate 


and concentrate homebuilding 
in the most appropriate areas 
around the borough, have required 
an innovative and collaborative 
approach. 

Earlier this year the Council was 
successful in its bid to the Mayor 
of London to create a new Housing 
Zone in the Blackhorse Lane area. 


The establishment of this zone 
means the Council can accelerate 
building up to 2,500 new homes in 
the area and deliver an estimated 
1,000 new jobs. 

The Council is also pursuing 
the creation of a Special 
Purpose Vehicle (SPV). If Central 
Government agree to the SPV 
proposal it would allow the Council 
to build more homes and retain 
greater control over the properties 
built by constructing them on land 
that it owns. 


Central Government places 
controls on the amount of money 
Councils are permitted to use 
for house building and improving 
council housing. By looking to 
create an SPV Waltham Forest 
Council aims to maximise the 
potential the borough has to 
accommodate additional housing. 


Regeneration and 
protection 

The Council has also instigated 
radical plans to improve housing 
on two of its largest estates, with 
significant regeneration projects in 
Marlowe Road, Walthamstow and 
Montague Road, Leytonstone. 

In Marlowe Road, 214 homes 
and shops will be demolished and 
replaced. The Fred Wigg and John 
Walsh towers in Montague Road 
will be completely stripped back to 
their concrete frames, with a new 
block of Council housing created 
between them. 

The Council has also introduced 
a Private Rented Property Licensing 
scheme that requires all privately 
rented properties in the borough 
to be licenced. It will mean the 
borough’s private landlords will 
have to meet conditions such 
as obtaining references for 
new tenants and dealing with 
complaints of anti-social behaviour 
or criminal activity. 

“We know we have got a lot of 
decent, responsible landlords in the 
borough who are very supportive 


of this scheme and understand 
the need to tackle anti-social 
behaviour and take seriously their 
responsibilities,” said Cllr Limbajee. 

“The Early Bird period to obtain 
a licence runs until Monday 15 
June, allowing landlords to take 
advantage of a 50 per cent 
discount on the cost of the licence. 
The reduced rate of £250 for five 
years works out at just 96p a week, 
so landlords should make sure they 
get in there quick!” 

Landlords without a licence, or 
who do not take the responsibility 
to comply with all of the conditions 
of the licence, could be subject 
to enforcement action, a fine or 
prosecution.

But I think while more 
housing is needed, it very 
much depends on the type and 
the numbers." 


“I am looking to buy somewhere 
in Chingford with my boyfriend, 
but it is so tough to get a 
deposit together and house 
prices are going up all the time. 

I think building a good mix of 
housing is necessary.” 


“I recently purchased my flat 
through shared ownership and 
would recommend it as a good 
way to get a foot on the ladder. 
Landlord licensing is a very 
good idea. Some landlords 
do really need to be held to 
account.”

Ruckholt Road 

The highways works currently being 
carried out in and around Ruckholt Road 
in Leyton form the latest part of the 
Council’s Mini-Holland scheme. Marshall 
Road has already been resurfaced, a new 
cyclist and pedestrian crossing has been 
created, and a landscaped embankment 
with a staircase has been installed. 

Later this month, work to the Orient Way 
junction and the resurfacing of Orient 
Way will take place before a new five 
phase traffic signal system is installed to 
include cyclist and pedestrian phases.

Train enthusiasts and 
commuters alike will be pleased 
to hear that a new tube map 
launched by Transport for 
London (TfL) now shows the 
full range of transport links to 
Waltham Forest. 

The new orange lines in north 
east London have got railway 
fans all of a flutter. Not least 
the Chingford Line which is 
now managed by TfLVLondon 
Overground Rail Operations 
Limited (LOROL). 

The new management of these 
lines brings them onto the tube 
map for the first time. Similarly the 
Enfield and Cheshunt Lines on the 
other side of the Lea Valley are also 
now on the London Underground 
map. 

As well as making it to the iconic 
map, the change is expected to 
lead to improvements on both 
lines including better staffing levels, 
signage, station refurbishments 
and new trains. 

Other notable local inclusions on 
the new map include the walking 
link between Walthamstow Central 


and Walthamstow Queen’s Road, 
which is thanks to Ray Dudley Way 
- the new step-free footpath that 
was opened by Waltham Forest 
Council last year. 

A new pedestrian link between 
Hackney Downs and Hackney 
Central stations is now also noted 
on the map. This will be very useful 
for Waltham Forest residents 
travelling from Walthamstow to 
Stratford. Also on the new map is 
the Liverpool Street to Shenfield 
line that TfL have taken over as the 
eastern part of Crossrail 1. 

The changing nature of the 
map is particularly pertinent in 
the borough not only because of 
the additions noted above, but 
because there are more transport 
changes on the horizon in Waltham 
Forest. Work began last month on 
Leyton’s Lea Bridge Station, which 
is expected to re-open to local 
commuters in 2016. 

The iconic tube map also has 
a special relationship to Waltham 
Forest, as the designer, Harry Beck, 
was born in Wesley Road, Leyton. 
An English Heritage blue plaque 


was unveiled at his former home 
in 2013 to commemorate 80 years 
since the map was first published. 

The publication of the new tube 
map comes at the same time as 
the launch of a consultation that 
will run until Wednesday 1 July 
about proposed changes to night 
bus services to complement the 
night tube that starts running in 
September. 

The proposed night bus 
changes are designed to improve 
connections to the night tube, 
and in a couple of cases, remove 
duplication by reducing frequency 
on existing night buses. 

The changes are likely to mean 
that some of Waltham Forest’s 
local bus services will be 24 hours 
for the first time on Fridays and 
Saturdays. These include the 
number 34 from High Barnet to 
Walthamstow Central (via Angel 
Road to Crooked Billet), the 123 
from Wood Green to Ilford (via 
Tottenham Hale, Blackhorse 
Road, The Bell and Waterworks 
Corner), the 145 from Leytonstone 
to Dagenham and the 158 from 


Stratford to Chingford Mount (via 
Leyton). 

There would also be increased 
frequencies on the N8 from Oxford 
Circus to Hainault (via Liverpool 
Street, Stratford and Leytonstone), 
up from one every 20 minutes to 
one every 15 minutes. 

The proposals would also see 
frequencies on the N38 from 
Piccadilly Circus to Walthamstow 
Central (via Hackney Central) from 
one every six minutes to one every 
eight minutes, and the N73 from 
Victoria to Walthamstow Central 
(via Kings Cross, Stoke Newington, 
Tottenham Hale, Blackhorse Road 
and The Bell) from one every 12 
minutes to one every 15 minutes.

Company Director Mr Ismail 
Sari, 35, of Boundary Road, 
Walthamstow, pleaded guilty 
to four charges at Thames 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
15 May following the discovery 
of illicit cigarettes and alcohol 
at Palmerston Food Centre, 
located at 86 Palmerston Road, 
Walthamstow. 

He was given full credit for 
his guilty plea to the charges of 
engaging in unfair trading practices 
and ordered to pay just over £1,000 


- a fine of £216, costs of £769 
and a £20 victim surcharge. The 
Court also ordered the forfeiture 
and destruction of the alcohol and 
cigarettes. 

Back on 19 November last year, 
Trading Standards Officers from 
Waltham Forest Council were 
accompanied by officers from Her 
Majesty’s Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) and a representative from 
the International Federation of 
Spirit Producers when they visited 
Palmerston Food Centre. 


During the visit 23 one litre bottles 
of High Commissioner Whisky and 
five 70cl bottles of Glen’s Vodka 
were seized. All of the seized bottles 
bore counterfeit duty stamps, 
indicating the required Duty had 
been diverted. HMRC Officers also 
seized 4,470 mixed non duty paid 
foreign cigarettes which were found 
hidden on the premises. HMRC 
calculated that the total duty evaded 
for the illicit seized goods amounted 
to £2,044. 

Mr Sari told Trading Standards 
Officers that the seized High 
Commissioner Whisky was left on 
the shop premises when he took 
over the business. He said the 
Glen’s Vodka was purchased from 
a dubious person trading from a 
warehouse in Barking. 

Mr Sari also disclosed that the 
seized cigarettes were purchased 
from an unidentified ‘white van 
man’, and he admitted that he 
had purchased goods from these 
questionable sources in an attempt 
to boost his takings. 


“Unfortunately this is all too 
common a story,” said Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. “Yet again 
a business has fallen foul of dodgy 
dealers in an attempt to make a 
quick buck. 

“Now that he is £1,000 lighter 
thanks to the courts, has lost all that 
stock, and the money he paid the 
dubious individuals who supplied 
him with these illicit goods, he may 
well reflect on just how successful 
his strategy to boost his takings was 
in the long run. And it goes without 
saying he is not out the woods yet. 
We will be looking to review his 
Alcohol Licence, too.”

Society steps back in time 

■ Leyton and Leytonstone Historical Society is celebrating its tenth 
anniversary 

■ If you want to know more about the history of the local area, why not 
go along to a talk or join the group on a visit to a place of interest? 


Were it not for a “happy 
coincidence”, Leyton and 
Leytonstone Historical Society 
may not exist today - let 
alone be celebrating its 10th 
anniversary. 

The popular community group, 
which regularly meets to explore 
the history of the former Borough 
of Leyton, organises events on 
local historical subjects and visits 
to places of interest - be it a talk 
about Italian WWII prisoners on 
Wanstead Flats or a tour of the 
Theatre Royal in Stratford East. 

The Society currently has 
around 140 paid-up members, 
and is encouraging anyone who is 
interested in finding out more about 
the history of the local area to get in 
touch or come along to a meeting. 

The group’s formation can 
be tracked back to a missed 
appointment in 2005, which gave 
Bill Measure, Chair of the Society 
and one of its founding members, 
a window of opportunity to put the 
group together. 

Back in 2005 Bill had lined up an 
interview to become an official City 
of London Guide, and had set aside 


a year during which he planned 
to train for the role. However, not 
everything went to plan. 

Bill told Waltham Forest News: 
“On the way to the interview I 
realised to my horror that I had the 
time wrong and had missed the 
interview time by a considerable 
chunk. So what to do with the year 
I had set aside? 

“By happy coincidence, London 
Open House Day was taking place 
and St John’s Church was open. 

I knew that Reverend Raymond 
Draper, who has since retired, was 
a keen local historian - and a kind 
and very practical man - and so 
I went to St John’s, introduced 
myself, said that I was keen on 
starting a local history society but 
we would need somewhere to hold 
an introductory meeting. 

“Raymond jumped at it, and 
suggested setting up working 
groups to keep people involved 
while we went through the details of 
getting the Society off the ground.” 

And get it off the ground they did. 

Bill’s wife and Society secretary 
Maureen added: “The first meeting 
of the Society was held in May 


2005. We thought if we attracted 
40 people we would be doing well. 
In the end there were over 100 
at our introductory meeting and 
our membership numbers have 
held up, so we seem to be doing 
something right!” 

Leyton and Leytonstone 
Historical Society’s ongoing aim is 
to research and promote interest 
in and knowledge of the history of 
the former Borough of Leyton and 
the surrounding area - while being 
instructive, sociable and, most of 


all, fun. Membership, which costs 
£8, is open to all. 

The Society’s next event will be 
a talk about London and the First 
World War given by speaker David 
Evans. The event takes place at 
7.45pm on Wednesday 1 July at St 
John’s Church Hall (829 High Road 
Leytonstone, Ell 1HH.) All talks 
are free to Leyton and Leytonstone 
Historical Society members, while 
visitors are asked to make a £2 
donation to help cover costs.

Helping students into work 

■ Whipps Cross programme helps young people learn new skills 

■ Hard-working students land job offers through Project SEARCH

Local students in Waltham 
Forest are being given a 
chance to show how much 
they’re capable of, thanks 
to an innovative training and 
employment scheme at Whipps 
Cross Hospital. 

As part of our series of features 
shining a spotlight on the unsung 
heroes working at Whipps, we’re 
turning our attention to some of the 
hospital’s newest recruits. 

Chingford resident Ben Caldenk, 
22, and 20-year-old Aqib Safdar, 
from Walthamstow, have both just 
secured full-time jobs at Whipps 
having taken part in Project 
SEARCH. 

The scheme is designed to 
create employment opportunities 
for young people with learning 
difficulties. Through Project 
SEARCH, they spend time in 
different areas of the hospital 
including Medical Engineering, 
Pathology, Maternity, Medical 
Records and Catering, in order 
to better understand how the 
hospital works and the jobs that 
are essential to keep services 
functioning. 


Project SEARCH is available 
to students between the ages 
of 16 and 25 from across the 
borough, and is coordinated by 
The Whitefield Academy Trust in 
partnership with The Hornbeam 
Academy Trust. 

The first year of Project SEARCH 
at Whipps Cross saw five students 
from the two lead schools 
graduating into full time paid 
employment - two of them now 
work at Whipps and the other three 
in roles in the community around 
the hospital. Two of this year’s 
intake, Ben and Aqib, have followed 
in this tradition. 

Ben was over the moon after 
securing a job in the Medical 
Records department in March 
2015. 

“It’s been an amazing journey 
from start to finish,” Ben said. “I 
often find myself waking up earlier 
than I usually do, thinking ‘I really 
want to get to work now’. 

“Every day is completely different 
and I’m enjoying new experiences 
all of the time.” 

Aqib recently accepted a job as 
a Health Records Clerk at Whipps, 



dealing with audits and audit 
requests. 

His new colleagues have 
described the former Whitefield 
student as “a whizz with numbers”, 
with one saying: “I wish we could 
have 10 Aqibs.” 

Aqib said: “Project SEARCH has 
been really positive. When I started, 

I did not know what job I would 
have but then I got to choose 
a department that matched my 
skills.” 

Whipps Cross became the 
first site in East London to run a 
programme like this in September 
2013. Project SEARCH follows the 
academic calendar, with interns 
going out into different departments 
within the hospital during three 10 
to 12 week terms. In addition to the 
work experience, the participants 
also benefit from on-the-job 
coaching and feedback, keeping 
them on track and encouraging 
their development. 

Jamie Bargeman, the Project 
SEARCH Manager at Whitefield, 
said: “Because Whipps is one of 
the biggest employers in the area, 
it’s a great place to come. 


“It’s such an amazing initiative for 
young people with special needs, 
as it can offer a direct pathway into 
full-time work. 

“With Ben and Aqib, their 
manager came to us and said 
‘these guys are fantastic, we really 
want to take them on’, so we 
entered them into the interview 
process.” 

Alastair Wilson, who oversees 
Project SEARCH on behalf of Barts 
Health NHS Trust, said everyone 
involved with the scheme has been 
incredibly pleased with how well it’s 
worked. 

“We are looking at possible job 
opportunities for all of the current 
interns and we will continue 
supporting them into employment - 
that’s our commitment,” he said.

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Efforts to support young 
offenders in Waltham Forest 
and help them secure brighter, 
crime-free futures have been 
praised by the UK’s probation 
service watchdog. 

Waltham Forest Council’s Youth 
Offending Service (YOS) was 
assessed by HM Inspectorate of 
Probation earlier this year - and its 
subsequent report, published last 
month, highlighted several areas of 
effective working. 

The YOS, which currently works 
with 169 young offenders, is part of 
an ‘Early Help’ Division which brings 
together different voluntary and 
statutory partners to tackle youth 
offending in a comprehensive way 
within the borough. 

During its assessment, inspectors 
noted that case managers worked 
hard to ensure they had a good 
understanding of the young person 
they were responsible for, were 
clear about the factors linked to 
their offending and were aware of 
what could be done to reduce the 
likelihood of future offending. 

The report stated: “There 
was strong evidence that case 


managers listened to children and 
young people and their parents/ 
carers where appropriate. Good 
work was done to engage them 
in a constructive plan to complete 
their court orders and bring about 
change.” 

Working with its local partners, 
the Council continues to tackle 
issues around gang affiliation and 
serious offending. The published 
reoffending rate for Waltham 
Forest stands at 41.1 per cent - an 
improvement on the previous year 
by 4.9 percentage points and just 
below the London average of 41.4 
per cent. 

Cllr Liaquat Ali MBE JP, Cabinet 
Member for Community Safety and 
Cohesion, said: “We know there is 
still a lot of work to be done to try to 
bring down reoffending rates further, 
but given the challenges we face in 
Waltham Forest, this report shows 
we are well on track. 

“Our YOS does not always 
get the public pat on the back it 
deserves but it plays a crucial role in 
protecting the public and preventing 
future offending. Knowing we are 
successfully supporting young 


offenders and effectively managing 
the risk of harm they present gives 
us a solid platform from which to 
target continued improvements.” 

Cllr Mark Rusling, Cabinet 
Member for Children and Young 
People, said: “Staff in the YOS do a 
fantastic job safeguarding vulnerable 
children and young people and 
supporting young offenders as they 
try to get their lives back on track. 

“Working with young people 
who have diverse needs creates 
many challenging situations for the 
YOS, but it is clear from this report 
that they are doing a good job of 
overcoming these difficulties and 
helping secure brighter futures for 
them.” 

In the Inspectorate’s report, 
inspectors found: “clear evidence 
of partners such as the police, 
children’s services, child and 
adolescent mental health services 
and education collaborating to 
deliver effective interventions”. They 
also acknowledged: “very strong 
links between children’s services 
and the YOS, with both services 
working collaboratively to protect 
children and young people”. 


The report stated the YOS was 
able to access a wide range of 
partnership services to help and 
support young people assessed 
as having complex needs and their 
families. 

It also noted: “Case managers 
showed a good understanding 
of child sexual exploitation issues 
particularly in relation to girls with 
involvement in gangs. We saw good 
work to build girls’ self-esteem and 
confidence as part of a strategy to 
increase the protective factors in 
their lives.” 

Areas in need of improvement 
were also identified in the report. 
More effective communication 
between the courts and the YOS 
was highlighted by the Inspectorate 
- and Council officers are already 
addressing this recommendation.

Orders may, within six weeks of the making 
of the Orders, make application for the 
purpose to the High Court.

Walthamstow resident Jeganraj ‘Jiggy’ 
Krishnaraja is currently flying high as a travel 
agent working in Chelsea. 

The 21 -year-old has worked hard to forge a 
successful life for himself - and he credits the 
foster carer he was placed with at 16 as having 
had a huge impact. 

“It was a great experience to be honest,” he 
said. “She had a grandson who was similar to 
my age and her son was a young adult so we 
got on straight away. They welcomed me with 
open arms. 

“I still feel like I’m part of the family -1 never felt 
like I was walking into someone else’s house.” 

Jiggy described his experience of foster care as 
having “opened a lot of doors” that may not have 
otherwise been there. In addition, he credits his 
foster carer as having taught him invaluable life 
skills that have helped him become the person 
he is today. 

“I learned everything there - how to run a house, 
how to cook, to clean, the importance of looking 
after your home and not being reckless with 
money. 

“To this day I can call her up to talk about 
anything and she will be happy to help - 
she’s still there for me even though I don’t live 
there anymore.” 

And Jiggy’s message to new foster carers? 

“You just need to show them that you really 
care for them and love them and treat them 
as your own and everything will be fine.”
